1. Claims 1-2, 5-6, and 9-10 are allowed. 
Claims 3-4 and 7-8 were canceled by Applicant. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 6 include the limitation of the global memory arbitration logic arbitrating 
access to the local portion of the unified memory granting a first type access to the data 
processing cores having the close connection and a second type access different from the first 
type access to the data processing cores having the far connection, wherein the global memory 
arbitration logic having the close connection to the data processing core of the corresponding 
data processor and to the data processing core of at least one other data processor but less than all 
other data processors, which is not shown by the prior art of record in the combination as 
disclosed and claimed. The examiner interpreted the claims in light of the specification and in 
view of Applicant's persuasive argument that "A close connection may be granted a first type 
access and a far connection may be granted a second type access. . . Dual processor 1 1 of other 
processing nodes 20 likewise cannot be "said data processing core of at least one other data 
processor but less than all other data processors" . . . Hofmann et al makes clear that the 
connection granted is based upon the priority of the request and not on the connection of the 
requesting data processing core" (pages 9-10 of the Remarks).
